Rust.—DProcure some melted virgin wax—
the purer the better—and rub it thoroushly
over the blades of the knives. After it has
dried, warm the knives, and having carefully
removed the wax from the service, rub them
briskly with a dry cloth, until the original pol-
ish is fully restored. This will fill all the
pores with the unctuous and minute particles
of wax, which will adhere firmly, aud preveut
the intrusion of water or moisture, which ix
the cause of the rust. They will retain their
brilJkncy for weeks if used.

Probably the largest farmer in America
